When  shopping  mention  Dummer 
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T  IS  often  discouraging  to  the 
reader  of  a  school  paper  to  open 
it  at  the  first  page,  wade  through 
a  section  of  ads,  which  may  de- 
flect his  mind  entirely  on  a  specula- 
tive and  hopeful  financial  tangent,  and 
then  find  an  important-looking  sign 
announcing,  in  large  black  letters, 
"  Editorial,"  staring  him  in  the  face. 
As  the  Irishman  remarked  of  the 
wake,  he  is  likely  to  consider  it  a 
"  truly  sauspicious  occasion,"  and 
either  take  a  double  reef  in  his  pocket 
book,  or  yawn  and  turn  to  the 
"  Locals." 

But  for  this  initial  effort  by  a  rank 
outsider,  because  the  Board  is  not  yet 
made  up,  the  word  "  editorial  "  is  alto- 
gether too  formal  and  far  too  compli- 
mentary. We  want  just  a  word  or 
two,  for  a  reminder  of  pleasant  mem- 
ories to  all  those  who  have  ever  read 
the  Archon  and  a  greeting  to  those 
who  have  never  done  so  before,  but 
who,  we  hope,  will  be  interested  in 
making  our  closer  acquaintance. 

First,  Dummer  is  in  her  hundred 
and  fifty-third  year,  and  it  is  a  pleas- 
ure to  announce  that  at  no  time  in 
the  school's  history  have  her  affairs, 
scholastically  and  otherwise,  been  in 
a  more  promising  condition,  nor  the 
outlook  more  bright  for  a  successful 
and  enjoyable  school  year.  Dummer 
is  on  the  way  up,  and  in  this  connec- 
tion it  may  not  be  amiss  to  quote  a 
few  lines  from  a  1915  Handbook  of 
Private    Schools : 

"  Dummer,  like  so  many  of  the  old 
academies,  has  had  its  vicissitudes.

Second,  we  are  beginning  the  year 
with  new  equipment,  a  fine  new  build- 
ing in  the  rebuilt  Master  Moody 
House,  instead  of  the  aching  void  in 
the  same  spot  a  year  ago.  We  have 
an  increase  in  the  enrollment  of  stu- 
dents, and  the  grades  issued  for  the 
first  month  have  been  very  encourag- 
ing as  an  index  of  how  the  school  as 
a   whole   has   taken   hold. 

Third,  we  are  more  than  anxious 
that  the  alumni  keep  up  their  interest 
in  the  school,  and  as  the  Archon  is 
the  only  really  tangible  link  between 
them  and  the  school,  we  gracefully 
request  that  they  send  in  merely 
seven-tenths  of  a  dollar  plus  a  beg- 
garly jitney,  and  help  make  the  paper 
a  financial  success,  and  nearly — of 
course  you  alumni  will  never  grant 
that  it  could  be — as  good  as  it  has 
been   in   the   past. 

Lastly,  to  the  friends  of  the  school, 
wherever  they  are  scattered,  and  their 
name  is  legion,  we  trust  that  you  will 
pardon  this  evident,  but  we  hope 
healthy,  optimism.  We  still  have  con- 
siderable room  for  improvement,  and 
we  ask  you  to  give  us  your  sugges- 
tions and  support.  WTith  her  century 
and  a  half  of  splendid  traditions  and 
her  modern  progressiveness  and  char- 
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acter,  Dummer  is  worthy  of  your  con- 
|  sideration  and  respect. 

So  now,  having  separated  our  read- 
ers  from   all   patience,   and   ourselves 
from  much  ink,  we  once  again  beg  you 
all — our   subscribers   to   buy   a   dozen 
copies  to  send  to  your  respective  fair 
ones,  and  everybody  else  to  annex  by 
stealth   or  by   the   rules   of  war,   the 
insignificant  sum  of  three-fourths   Of 
a  dollar — if  you  find  that  amount,  at; 
least,  don't  give  it  to  the  Bulgians  or, 
buy  an  automobile — send  it  to  our  (byj 
courtesy)   office.

Mr.  George  Frederick  Degen,  who 
has  been  head  of  the  English  De- 
partment for  the  past  four  years,  re- 
signed in  June  to  become  head  of  the 
Degen  School  in  Portland,  Me.

Mr.  Evans  was 
graduated  from  Yale  University  last 
iune.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Phi 
Seta  Kappa,  is  an  excellent  teacher 
tnd  a  fine,  popular  man.  Mr.  Home 
fis  a  Harvard  graduate,  class  of  1914; 
\he  was  last  year  at  the  Allen  School. 
(His  training  at  Harvard  gives  him 
;^an  especial  interest  in  English,  and 
his  experience  adds  to  his  efficiency  as 
a  teacher. 

Mr.  Ashley  P.  Nagle,  who  substi- 
tuted here  in  English  some  years  ago, 
has  been  with  the  football  team  this 
'  fall  as  coach.  In  spite  of  scanty  ma- 
terial and  many  difficulties,  he  has 
taught  the  boys  more  football  than 
any  Dummer  team  in  recent  years  can 
show. 

The  other  teachers  are  as  last  year, 
except  that  Mr.  Walter  Farrell  is  in 
charge  of  Master  Samuel  Moody 
House,  the  home  of  the  younger  boys.

On  September  29  Colonel  G.  O. 
Shields  gave  us  a  very  interesting  lec- 
ture on  "  Bird  Life,"  which  was  very 
well  illustrated  by  stereopticon  views. 
He  has  made  a  life  study  of  this  sub- 
ject and  the  ways  of  animals.  He  has 
been  very  active  in  his  work  to  pre- 
serve the  different  wild  birds  and  ani- 
mals of  the  country,  and  towards  this 
end  he  formed  a  society,  called  the 
Camp  Fire  Club  of  America,  whose 
sole  object  was  the  carrying  out  of 
this  idea.  Colonel  Shields  has  given  a 
great  many  lectures  on  this  subject 
before  all  the  big  institutions  of  the 
country.  In  his  lecture  here  he  told 
about  the  different  characteristics  of 
the  various  kinds  of  birds  and  their 
benefits  to  mankind.  His  lecture  was 
well  attended  and  greatly  appreciated 
by  all.

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A  FANATIC  CURE. 

In  the  year  1844  William  Miller, 
a  self-educated  farmer,  claimed  to  be 
able  to  prove  by  the  book  of  Daniel 
that  the  world  was  coming  to  an  end 
in  the  fall  of  that  year. 

He  began  preaching  his  belief  in  a 
small  way  and  met  with  such  success 
that  he  at  once  began  devoting  his 
entire  time  to  the  work,  and  the  fam- 
ous "  Miller  Doctrine  "  was  the  result. 

Many  good  and  intelligent  people 
were  so  enthusiastic  about  this  new 
form  of  religion,  which  finally  estab- 
lished the  Seventh  Day  Advent  church, 
that  they  devoted  their  entire  re- 
sources to  the  cause.  Women  would 
take  rings  and  other  jewelry  from 
their  persons  and  drop  them  into  the 
contribution  boxes  passed  around  at 
the  meetings. 

So  confident  were  some  of  the  men 
that  they  refrained  from  harvesting 
their  crops  and  devoted  their  time  as 
well  as  their  money  to  the  work  of 
converting  the  world  to  their  belief 
in  the  few  short  months  remaining. 
Such  was  the  financial  success  of  this 
new  theory  that  it  attracted  many 
dishonest  individuals  to  preaching  its 
doctrines.  One  of  the  favorite  stories 
of  my  grandfather  was  based  on  the 
following  facts : 

One  of  grandfather's  neighbors  be- 
lieved in  the  new  views  to  such  an 
extent  that  he  had  sold  all  of  the  per- 
sonal property  he  owned  and  turned 
the   money   over   to   a   man   that  was 


preaching  in  his  town  at  the  time  that 
this  belief  was  being  spread.  He 
would  not  harvest  his  crops,  stating 
that  he  should  not  need  them,  and 
with  others^ of  his  faith  had  agreed 
to  meet  at  a  hill  a  short  distance 
from  his  home  at  the  first  sound  of 
the  angel's  trumpet,  which  was  to  be 
accompanied  by  a  brilliant  illumina- 
tion from  the  heavens.  One  evening 
his  wife,  who  did  not  share  his  belief, 
came  to  my  grandfather's  home  and 
with  tears  streaming  from  her  eyes 
told  them  that  her  husband  had  de- 
cided to  sell  the  farm  and  devote  the 
money  to  the  same  cause.  "  If  he 
could  only  be  made  to  see  how  ridic- 
ulous he  appears  to  other  people,  I 
think  it  might  cure  him,"  she  said. 
This  remark  made  a  strong  impres- 
sion upon  my  grandfather  and  his 
cousin,  a  boy  slightly  older  than  he. 
The  next  morning  they  arose  before 
daybreak,  equipped  with  a  large  red 
signal  light  and  an  old  trombone, 
which  the  cousin's  father  used  when 
he  played  in  a  band. 

They  went  to  a  small  hill  just  in 
the  rear  of  the  neighbor's  house  and 
lighted  the  signal  light,  which  im- 
mediately gave  out  a  bright  red  glare, 
and  began  extracting  a  series  of  hid- 
eous sounds  out  of  the  horn,  thinking 
that  the  man  might  take  it  as  a  joke 
and  laugh  away  his  seriousness.  The 
result  was  far  more  startling  than 
they  had  anticipated.  The  farmer 
jumped     from     his     bed     with     loud 
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screams  of  "  Glory  Hallelujah,"  and 
without  waiting  to  dress,  clad  only  in 
his  night  clothes,  rushed  from  the 
house  and  along  the  streets  to  the 
hill  where  they  had  agreed  to  meet. 

All  the  way  along  the  street  he  had 
continued  his  shouting  and  windows 
were  thrown  open  and  people  dressed 
to  find  out  where  the  fire  was.  My 
grandfather  and  his  cousin,  frightened 
by  this  time,  went  along  the  street 
timidly  explaining  the  situation. 

The  people  decided  to  go  at  once 
to  the  man's  house  and  await  his 
arrival  and  the  boys  were  sent  to 
watch  his  actions  from  the  hill.  The 
religious  gentleman  walked  around 
upon  the  top  of  the  hill  in  the  cold, 
frosty  air  for  quite  a  while,  and  as 
it  had  grown  quite  light,  he  decided 
that  he  needed  clothing,  so,  going 
down  to  the  road,  he  hid  in  the  under- 
growth until  a  boy  came  by,  whom 
he  sent  home  to  get  him  some  trous- 
ers. When  the  boy  arrived  he  was 
detained  at  the  house  and  the  whole 
situation  was  explained  to  him.  After 
waiting  quite  a  while  he  sent  another 
messenger  with  the  same  result.  Fin- 
ally he  left  his  refuge  by  the  roadside 
and  went  back  into  a  cornfield  where 
he  began  to  disrobe  a  scarecrow  and 
don  the  clothing.  After  this  he  start- 
ed through  the  fields  and  pastures  for 
home.  The  boys  rushed  to  the  house 
to  report  and  the  people  decided  to  go 
indoors  and  await  his  arrival.  So 
when  he  came  rushing  down  the  hill 
in  the  rear  of  the  house  shortly  after, 
there  was  no  one  in  sight.  He  burst 
in  at  the  back  door  and  his  surprise 
can  be  imagined  when  he  saw  the 
house  filled  with  people. 

He  glanced  around  for  a  moment 
and  then,  without  speaking  a  word, 
started  upstairs.  The  people  began 
to  think  that  it  was  time  to  leave,  so 
when  he  came  down  stairs  later  no 
one  but  his  family  remained.  With- 
out any  remark  about  what  had  just 


happened,  he  went  to  the  shed,  got 
a  hoe  and  said  to  his  wife,  "  It  is 
about  time  to  begin  digging  potatoes." 
Thus,  rather  abruptly,  ended  his 
faith  in  the  "  Miller  Doctrine."

THE  TURNPIKE. 

In  1804  some  influential  men  of 
Boston  and  Newburyport  organized 
themselves  under  the  title  of  "  The 
Newburyport  Turnpike  Company,"  to 
construct  a  direct  highway  from  New- 
buryport to  Boston.  In  1806  the  road 
was  nearly  completed  at  a  cost  of 
$422,000. 

The  company  had  also,  during  the 
time,  built  two  hostelries,  one  on  a 
hill  on  the  Boston  side  of  Topsfield, 
the  Cleveland  Tavern,  and  one  at 
Lynnfield,  the  Washington  Tavern. 
The  latter  cost  $22,000  and  covered 
an  acre  of  ground.  The  Wolfe  Tav- 
ern in  Newburyport  was  at  that  time 
for  sale  and  the  compnay  bought  title 
to  it.  "  The  North  Tavern  "  formed 
the  Boston  terminus  of  the  road. 

In  1808,  four  years  after  their  or- 
ganization, the  company  announced  in 
all  the  almanacks  of  Boston  that  they 
were  about  to  open  their  road.  They 
begged  to  announce  that  they  would 
run  two  coaches  daily,  except  in  win- 
ter, the  one  starting  promptly  from 
Newburyport  at  5  P.  M.,  and  the  other 
starting  from  Boston  at  three  in  the 
morning. 

In  the  war  of  1812,  the  road  was 
used  as  "  a  steady  means  of  getting 
ye  gun  powder  from  Newburyport  to 
ye  ships  in  Boston." 

As  is  known,  parts  of  the  road  are 
very  steep  and  from  this  cause,  we 
have  the  following  document  on  file 
at  Ipswich :  "  Farmer  Brown's  son 
of  Topsfield  doth  hereby  notify  ye 
courts,  now  sitting,  that  he  keepeth 
from  now  on,  on  his  farm,  two  extra 
horses  to  help  boost  ye  bulky  stage 
over  ye  nearby  hill." 
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The  stages  were  of  a  bright  blue 
and  yellow  color  and  were  made  in 
Concord,  New  Hampshire.  Inside  they 
held  six.  They  were  drawn  by  four 
horses,  except  on  the  two  days  of  the 
week  they  carried  mail,  when  they 
were  drawn  by  six  horses  and  were 
known  as  "  Flying  Coaches." 

But  the  day  of  the  Newburyport 
stage  coach  was  only  of  short  dura- 
tion, about  twenty  years.  No  stages 
were  run  over  the  road  later  than 
1840.  During  this  time  the  company 
had  gradually  declined,  and  in  1854, 
the  building  of  the  railroad  nipped 
any  chance  of  recovery.  For  about 
twenty-five  years  longer  the  company 
continued  to  keep  the  road  as  a  toll 
road  and  finally  sold  it  to  the  State, 
in  whose  hands  it  has  remained. 

Only  two  years  ago  an  appropria- 
tion was  granted  to  keep  it  in  repair, 
and  now,  in  less  than  two  hours,  auto- 
mobiles can  speed  over  its  length  of 
thirty-three  miles  (by  the  old  mile 
posts),  the  distance  it  took  the  slow- 
moving  stage  three-quarters  of  the 
day  to  travel.  A.  J.  '16. 


TIGER  LILY'S  RACE. 

In  the  drawing  room  of  Mrs.Hearn's 
mansion,  which  stands  on  the  quiet 
banks  of  the  Hudson,  stood  Philip 
Hearn,  the  only  son,  who  had  returned 
home  from  California.

HOME  RULE  IN 

THE  COMMONS. 

Dummer  has  its  political  troubles 
as  well  as  "  The  Olde  Country."

THE  GOLF  COURSE. 

One  great  source  of  pleasure  to  Dummer  students  for  genera- 
tions past  has  been  the  big  pasture  east  of  the  Turnpike.  The 
tract  contains  nearly  two  hundred  acres,  much  of  it  covered  with 
cedars  and  thick  undergrowth,  the  home  of  countless  rabbits  and 
beasts  and  birds  of  many  sorts.  Down  at  the  lower  end,  a  mile 
from  the  Academy,  is  Oyster  Point  at  the  junction  of  Mill  River 
and  the  Parker,  which  bound  the  pasture  and  marshes. 

Now  the  pasture  is  to  have  an  added  attraction  for  Dummer 
boys  and  many  others.  A  club  has  been  formed  in  Newburyport 
and  vicinity,  a  portion  of  the  pasture  has  been  leased,  and  a  nine- 
hole  golf  course  is  under  construction.  The  initial  investment  is 
ten  thousand  dollars,  which  will  give  the  club  an  excellent  course, 
3,140  yards  long,  and,  it  is  hoped,  a  modest  club  house  and  water 
system.
